The  general  program  of  the  loira  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
m.eet  the  pr-'.olic  needs  and  demands  for  sw.xiary  do.ta  of  an  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  infonnation  of  agricultural  production  in  lovra  and  the 
United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  heen  an  increasing  demand  fron  agricii.ltural  or- 
ganizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,   and  county.  State  and 
goverriAental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shovjlng  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  m.ake  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tine*     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  sonc  organizations  have  assembled  stich  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assem.bled  from  e::isting  State  and 
Federal  docixients  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  rTorman  V*  S.trand,  State- 
vd.de  ^."ork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  EconoLu.cs  and  Sta- 
tiscics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  irork  completed  on  OfficiaJ  Trojcct  65-1- 
72-155  of  the  l.'ork  Projects  Administration,     Official  Project  SGS^YS-S-oo  fur- 
nished the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27 » 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  da.ta  from  the  files  of  the  loira  Agri- 
culturaJ  E:cperiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  tliis  series.

Cass  County  \tq.s  mthin  the  lii'iits  of  old  Des  Moines  County  from  1854  to 
1836;  tliG  northern  tier  of  toTOships  then  became  a  part  of  olcl  Ileolrulc  County 
until  1840,  l/ 

In  1847,  T;hen  the  temporary  coun.ty  of  Pottawattamie  vras  established,,  Cass 
County  was  attached  to  it  and  remained  so  until  January  15^  1851 „  2^^    On  this 
date;  Cass  County  became  a  separate  iinit  of  governments  o/ 

The  first  white  settlers  within  its  limits  were  Morm.ons,  who  stopped 
there  on  their  exodus  from  Nauvoo^  Illinois,  in  1846-1847,     They  established 
a  station  called  IndiantcYm  along  the  l^islinabotna  :^Liver  two  and  a  half  miles 
west  of  the  present  location  of  Le-./is.     These  people  were  only  trsmsients,  but 
for  many  years  this  was  the  chief  trading  post  on  that  route  from  the  Ilissis- 
sippi  ?tiver  to  the  L'lissouri  raver*  4-/ 

The  first  permanent  settlers  in  the  county  were  Jeremiah  Eradshavf  and  his 
fainily  ".vho  took  a  claim  near  Indiantov/n  on  May  15^,  1851,  exactly  one  month 
previous  to  its  legal  establishments     Others  soon  followed  and  a  postoffice 
was  established  in  Indiantown  and  called  Cold  Springs*     On  March  11^  1853,  the 
coumty'-sea.t  was  established  at  Lev;is,  naiTied  for  Levfis  Cass,  United  States  Sen- 
ator from  Michigan,  in  whose  honor  the  county  had  also  been  nsmed,  5/ 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad  was  built  through  the  north 
ern  part  of  the  county  in  1858,  and  the  term  of  Atlantic  was  located  along 
there  in  the  same  year,   o/    By  virtue  of  its  position  on  the  railroad,  Atlsn-ti 
contested  the  right  to  the  county^sea.t «    At  a  special  election  in  1859^  Atlan- 
tic won  the  right  to  the  county-seat  by  a  margin  of  one  vote. 

The  huge  Atlantic  Canning  Company  plant  is  located  in  Atlantic.     In  addi- 
tion to  a  tremendous  output  cf  corn,  large  quantities  of  pirmpkin  have  been 
canned  at  tho  factory  since  1925,     A  substantial  acreage  in  the  vicinity  of 
Atlantic  is  devoted  to  raising  these  pimipkins*  7/

Cass  County  is  vfholly  on  the  Mssouri  slopec,     The  water  courses  all  £1oji 
in  a  soutlaresterly  direction  and  \atinately  into  the  Tissouri  Tdver,  There 
are  a  Ica-ge  nujflher  of  these  streai'is  and  nearly  every  section  of  land  in  the 
county  has  rvinning  water,    Aj^ong  the  iAost  important  are  the  East  Jishnaootna 
RIvgt]  Indian  Creek,  Turkey  Creek  and  Seven  ilile  Creek.     The  surface  is  mostly 
undulating  prairie  with  some  native  timber.     The  surface  is  somevrhat  rough  and 
broken  along  some  of  the  streems,  iDut  there  is  very  little  waste  Icjid,  nearly

The  r)opulation  of  this  county;"  progressed  rather  slowly  until  the  coming 
of  the  railroad  in  1868,     Since  then,  i"'c  has  maintained  a  steady  grovrth,  v^ath 
only  a  slight  recession  from  the  all  tim.e  high  of  21,274  in  1900.     It  has  a 
popu,lation  density  of  34  persons  'oqt  square  mile,   as  compared  i/ith  tho  otate 
density  of  44.

In  1930  the  foreign  born  and  native  irhite  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mi::ed  parentage  totaled  5,472,  or  27,  S  percent  of  the  total  population.

llote  T^egeTding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acrea^^o  is  as  follovfS: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (S)  corn  cut  for  sila-e,  (4)  com  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreageTother  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shoYm  as  husked.  This  assimes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  lao.de  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  iTas  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  vj-ould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  ana  lovrer 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the-  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  vras  done  by  counties  only  end  not  by  toYmshipss     The  tormship  jdelds 
for  these  t\T0  years,  then,   are  somevrhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  snd  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shorra  by 
tcTv/nship  vdth  this  yield,   and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shovm 
to  get  total  production  T.dll  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  sujiimary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage'  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  sho'iTO  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tcn.mship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shoivn  in  the  tables  since  corn  ;;;/leld  has  beon  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tovmship  ^delds  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  e::cept  1934  and  1936.
